U.S. Sugar Ration 


Washington, Sept. 22. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture said today that the 
present sugar rations will con- 
tinue through at least 1946 and 
any significant increases are 
unlikely until next year’s crops 
start moving to the market in 
volume. : 

The Department said the re- 
covery of the sugar industry 
in the Philippines, Java and 
Formosa will be small in 1947.
